Belfast, Ireland, March 23.—Sunday 
brought no peace to Ireland. 
Two com panies of the D orsetshire 
regim ent are reported in mutiny, and 
arm y officers at all the m ilitary s ta ­ 
tions in Ireland are resigning ra th e r 
than take up active service. T he M ar­ 
quis of Londonderry declared that he 
thought the resignations of the officers 
in such num bers was the first instance 
of the kind in the British arm y since 
the crisis preceding the war against 
the A m erican colonies in 1775. 
T his news, telegraphed to London, 
caused m uch uneasiness and the king 
is reported to have sent a hurried m e s­ 
sage calling for Meld Marshal Lord 
Roberts, hero of the Boer war, for a 
consulation. N ew spapers in “ w ar ex­ 
tr a ” editions predicted th at the calm 
of S u n d a y would he followed bv a 
tierce civil w ar with B elfast as the 
ce n ter of the bloodshed.

sions ra th e r than face the possibility 
of bearing a rm s ag a in st tile U nionists 
in U lster. 
Sir Edw ard (’arson is quoted as a u ­ 
thority for Hie state m en t that lid ,OOO 
“loyal men of U lster” are under arm s, 
ably officered and divided into com ­ 
panies and regim ents. 
If hom e rule for Ireland Ir persisted 
in by the R edm ondites, and if the p ar­

governm ent

Ulster, Carson declares with pus don­ 
ate vehem ence that the U lster volun­ 
teer troops will fight till the last m an 
is dead or until hom e rule is forever 
foregone.

Wages of farm 
laborers 
have 
in­ 
creased more rapidly than those of the 
city 
workman 
during 
the 
past 20 
years, a department of agriculture in­ 
vestigation has revealed. 
During the 
past year the pay of the farm hand in­ 
creased ’two and a half 
per cent; the 
increase has been 
11 per cent in the 
past four years, and 36 per cent since 
199*’ 
While the inquiry dealt particularly 
with the United States, in m ost o th e r 
countries also farm 
wages increased 
rapidly. 
The investigators discovered, 
however, that while wages 
went 
up 
about 37 per cent 
from UHM) to 1910, 
farm land values 
nearly doubled 
in 
that decade, showing they say, that in 
the "distribution of the proceeds from 
farming operations, a 
la rg e r p ro p o r­ 
tion now goes to capital account and 
less to labor account than fo rm erly .” 
The wide difference in w age rates in 
vat iou# sections of the country, the re­ 
port pointed out, is 
gradually lessen­ 
ing, although there is 
still consider­ 
able variance.
